For many years he was a 
A dson’s Bay Company seaman and came to the Pacific Northwest with Dr. John Mc Laughlin in 1832 to help establish the ee 
stat Fort Vancouver. He became a naturalized citizen of the United States in the U. S. District Court in Clark County on at 
ember 25, 1851. mpey 
Richard was a large man for those days, 6’ 2" tall and weighing 240 pounds. In 1838 he took as his bride Princess White Wing, ar 
who was the daughter of the Cascades Chief “Slyhorse” Schluyhus and his wife Running Fawn (also known as Latourette 
Lind). White Wing’s people had always lived at Washougal. as long as any red man could remember. Richard met her at Fort 
Vancouver while her father was undertaking some with Dr. McLaughlin, and it was love at first sight. Richard 
decid nocell pe Bee “and she kept courting her and eventually her father agrced to the wedding Let 
: the whites and the Indians. They were married by Dr. ". 

D aughlin was a Catholic, they repeated their nant, 
Tualatin Plains, Oregon. They lived in a log 
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
